The assault on this liplitless realm, easily as 


forbidding as outer space, is being carried on off 
tha Southern California coast by the world's deepest 
diving submersible, the bathyscaph Trieste. 


The Trieste was the vessel that carried man 


seven miles down to the deepest ocean floor in the 
Challenger Deep off Guam in January, 1960. It was 
conceived, built and sold to the Office of Naval 
Research by the late Professor Augusta Piccard, 
pioneer balloonist and undcrseas explorer. 


Although this 35,800-foot dive to the bottom of 


the world captured world attention it is certain to 
be dwarfed in military and scientific importance by 
(he work here of a second generation of "batho- 


nauts" aboard a newly equipped and remodeled 
Trieste, 


Sixty dives are scheduled in the series, due to 


be completed this summer in a 400-square-mile area 
of ocean south of San Clemente and Santa Catalina 
Islands and north of the Coronados. 


To date these have included descents of a few 


hundred feet on the Continental Shelf and a dive of 
4,000 feet into the San Diego Trough, a vast ocean 
valley about 15 miles off the coast, last October by 
l.t. Don Walsh, the man who made the record 
Pacific dive. 


The offshore dives are giving oceanographers 


their first accurate picture of the rugged subsea 
terrain. The divers have discovered great undersea 
glaciers of silt and vast layers of sea life more than 
one-half mile down. 


They have also uncovered a major marine 


mystery, showers of thin ash-like flakes which they 
have dubbed "sea snow." (These and other dis- 
coveries and actual dives will be described in a 
subsequent article next Sunday.)

Clemency Hearing Set for Murderess 
WILL MA DUNCAN ESCAPE DEATH IN GAS CELL? 


By GEORGE C. FLOWERS 


(First In a Series) 


District Attorney Roy Gustafson, at the end of four 


weeks and 20 troublesome days of trial, seemed detached 
and weary as he closed his case before the jury. 


He paused in his summary and looked toward the 54- 


year-old defendant. In measured words he said: 


"She is a mean and wicked woman." 
Gustafson's summary of his case against Elizabeth 


(Ma) Duncan sounded anti-climactic. 


For 20 trial days he had pictured to the jury the life 


story of a woman whn had reached the criminal stature 
of a Lucrctia Borgia. The jury debated scarcely four hours, 
including its lunch period, then convicted her of first- 
degree murder. It returned later to rule she was sane, and 
ordered her execution. 


Ma Duncan, for whom Gov. Edmund G. Brown has 


set a clemency hearing Aug. 1 in Los Angeles, is sched- 
uled to die Aug. S in the San Quentin gas chamber. Augus- 
tine Baldonado and Luis Moya, a pair of hired killers, are 
to die with her. 


Executing a woman might ordinarily evoke a storm 


of protest, hut Elizabeth Duncan has en-. 
gendered little sympathy. 


She was convicted of hiring the petty 


criminals who share her fate, to kill her 
pretty and pregnant daughtcr-in-Iaw. Olpa 
Kupc/yk Duncan, of whom she was bit- 
terly iealnus. 


Ma Duncan took her place in the 


annals of infamy when her daughter-in- 
law was brutally beaten to death Nov. 
IS, 1959, by the side of a lonely Ventura 
County road. 


The prosecution wearied often as it questioned her 


about her past life. 


Finally, Atty. Gustafson won reluctant admissions 


from Elizabeth Duncan that she had "married" at least 11 
of the 16 persons wnose names he mentioned. She couldn't 
remember, she said, which had divorced her, which had 
sought annulment—if any. 


The presiding judge finally put an end to the wrangling 


.by ruling that it wasn't of much importance to the case 
anyway. 


He did. however, let.the prosecution enter evidence 


that Elizabeth Duncan had been convicted of operating a 
house of prostitution in San Francisco, and had served a 
six-month sentence. 


The Duncans had moved to San Francisco from Long 


Beach in 1948, then to Santa Barbara in 1956. Elizabeth

They have no way to recoup the costs of 
serious illnesses and medical bills. Their average in- 
comes are not adequate to meet their medical needs. 
They are going to be protected. If the doctors and 
insurance companies do not meet this challenge by 
private enterprise, they will have it forced upon them 
by government.

n scientific tool of inestimable value and not merely 
a glamorous and fascinatinR gadget, It has also con- 
vinced military men that the vessel is a "promising 
tactical vehicle," which one day may be incorporated 
in the Navy'i growing underseas flotilla. 


Outside of the security system, a series of gates 


guarded by Defense Department civilian police, 
thers Is little to Indicate this is the headquarters 
of 10 momentous an undertaking.

THE 60-FOOT Trieste is an underwater cousin 


of the dirigible and like the lighter-than-aircraft is 
composed of two main parts, a 11.5 foot "balloon" or 
float and a pa.sscnpsr-carrying "gondola" or sphere 
which is capable of withstanding pressures of up to 
eight-tons-pcr-square-inch. 


The float is filled with 33,350 gallons of gaso- 


lino for buoyancy and the Trieste carries 16 tons 
of shotgun-size steel shot in two hoppers forward 
and aft for ballast. She descends by flooding bow 
and stern tanks with seawater and rises by jettison- 
ing the ballast.

"THE SHOT is the reason she looks so crummy 


when we're operating," explained Lcdr. Donald 
Leigh Keach, the Trieste's new skipper.

and career officer wounded in the Korean War, 
recently succeeded Walsh as commander.

Sometime in 1965 a gigantic

complex 39 will cost by the 
time it is finished in 1965.

Beach after a cerebral hem- 
orrhage. 


Her youngest son, Frank, 


then appeared to become an 
obsession. Frequently dur- 
ing the trial of Ma Duncan, . 
the extreme possessiveness 
of her love for her son was 
demonstrated. His affection 
for his mother was so 
strong, one witness said, 
that he spent his wedding 
night in his mother's apart- 
ment, rather than with his 
wife. 


Frank Duncan, now re- 


married, and a lawyer who 
has made frequent appear- 
ances in Long Beach courts, 
stood by his mother through 
all of her inq-uisitions. To 
this day he believes her in- 
nocent 
of the 
murder 


charge. To his day, few 
share his belief. 


On Nov. 17, 1958, neigh- 


bors of Olga Duncan re- 
ported to police she was 
missing from her apart- 
ment. The investigation of 
this routine report 
im- 


mediately touched the sen- 
sational. 


It revealed that Olga had 


married Frank Duncan June 
24. After the marriage, he 
lived with his mother and 
frequently visited O l u a ' s 
apartment. 


On Aug. 7 a couple

peared before Ventura Su- 
perior Court to ask annul- 
ment of their 
marriage. 


When police checked this, 
however, they discovered 
that the woman in the case 
was "fiftyish" instead of 30. 


The more they probed, 


the more puzzled they be- 
came. 


The couple had asked an- 


nulment on grounds that the 
masriage had never been 
consummated. Yet missing 
Olga Duncan was pregnant. 


Then a light dawned. The 


"Olga Duncan" who ap- 
peared for annulment was 
really Elizabeth (Ma) Dun- 
can, and the man was an 
impersonator she hired. 
. A t this stage of their in- 
vestigation. Ventura police 
hooked Ma Duncan for sus- 


picion of bribery, forgery, 
perjury and falsification of 
documents. 


A nervous cafe operator 


then approached police with 
a "tip." On this informa- 
tion, two petty criminals, 
Baldanado and Moya, were 
arrested—Baldanado on sus- 
picion of kidnaping and 
Moya on parole violation. 
They had been seen in dark 
conversation with Mrs. Dun- 
can a few days before Olga 
Duncan vanished. 


Frank Duncan stormed 


to the defense of his moth- 
er, held on $50,000 bail. He 
demanded the Santa Bar- 
bara district attorney's of- 
fice to "put up or shut up" 
on inference that his miss- 
ing wife might have been 
kidnaped or slain. 


As a result of his action, 


the court cut Ma Duncan's 
bail to $5,000, then con- 
tinued her case to Dec. 30, 
because of the Christmas 
holiday ahead. Meanwhile 
police 
grilled 
Baldonado 


and Moya; On Sunday. Dec, 
21, Baldonado broke. He led 
police to a shallow grave, 
beside a lonely road in 
Casistas 
Pass, 
19 miles 


northeast of Ventura. 


There was the body of 


Olga Duncan, clothed only 
in a flimsy nylon bathrobe. 
The coroner couldn't decide 
whether Olga Duncan died 
of strangulation or from be- 
ing buried alive. She had 
been beaten savagly about 
the head. 


The charge against Ma 


Duncan was changed to 
murder.

A SIMILAR group has 


been operating for about a 
year in Compton, where 
more than 40 per cent of 
the population is Negro.

er understanding between 
the highly-segregated white 
and Negro residents of 
Compton. 


"Frankly—and obviously

homes has proved what

Shame of State 
Election System 


NEED FOR CHANGES in the counting of vote* 
in California elections has been made dear again 


by delays and discrepancies following the June pri- 
mary election. 


For example, in Orange County, Mrs. Burke Har- 


rington, Democratic candidate for the position of 71tt 
ttstrict Assembly representative, has complained to 
the State Attorney General that her votes were not 
tallied in the final canvass after the primary. 


In the semi-official tally, Mrs. Burke received 23 


votes in her own precinct — including her own vote 
and that of her husband. 


But on the final tally sheet she was credited with 


no votes! 


* 
* * 
OBVIOUSLY, something is wrong here. County 


Clerk Lynn Wallace, who supervises the final count 
in- Orange County, says the discrepancy may be ex- 
pjained by the fact that the election boards "were 
utterly exhausted from the fantastically long ballot 
last June." 


In this particular case, the injured party happened 


to be the winner of the nomination, but, as Mrs. Har- 
rington points out, in close races the exhaustion of 
election boards could prove fatal to one candidate or 
another.

CRAIG HOSMER, REPUBLICAN incumbent and 


nominee in the local Congressional district, has a bull 
for possible complaint, too. A sampling of 39 precinct 
tally sheets at random on election night revealed that 
Hosmer had 234 write-ins, which figured out at 12.1 
per cent of the vote. A projection of this figure indi- 
cated he would receive approximately 6,000 write-in 
vptes, but he was credited with 2,979 on the official 
record. 
' Although the Registrar of Voters issues a sheet 


of instructions to the election boards, there are many 
indications that not all members of the boards under- 
stand clearly the official counting procedures. On 
numerous occasions, precinct officials have called this 
newspaper on election night seeking clarification of 
their duties.

of automatic voting or vote-counting equipment Un- 
fortunately, public campaigns for reforms die down 
after the initial reactions in the wake of election*. 
'.'•' Secretary of State Frank M. Jordan introduced 
l^bill in the 1961 Legislature requiring all but several 
of. the smallest counties in California to install auto- 
fftatic voting or vote-counting equipment Unfor- 
tunately, there was no action on the bill in committee, 
and the proposal died. The haphazard counting of 
election ballots remains one of the shames of California 
government.

the congressional end of 
Pennsylvania Avenue ha* 
now been transformed. A 
unique c o m b i n a t i o n of 
forces helped change it. 
Among others, the Standard 
Oil Co. of New Jersey, per- 
haps tired of seeing its tin 
on the roofs of shacks, has 
built the biggest filling sta- 
tion in the world at the bot- 
tom of Capitol Hill, just off 
the avenue. 


And although Dave Beck 


of the Teamster* is in a 
federal penitentiary and 
can't be around to enjoy it, 
hit union built one of the 
finest labor palaces in the 
world in this area. Bill Do- 
herty, head of the Letter 
Carriers, also improved the 
neighborhood with a beauti- 
ful building, as did the Car- 
penters' Union.

ing with their money. 


The issue has been particularly vital 


among aircraft unions which have had a 
problem maintaining a high per cent of 
union membership because of rapid work 
force turnover in the aerospace indurtry. 


Douglas officials indicate the "agency 


shop" was preferable to a union shop. 


The new contract, if it become* a pat- 


tern for the industry, will give a bij booit 
to the "agency *hop" Idea. The plan I* not 
widespread in other Industrie*, although it 
hat been growing. 


A U. S. LABOR DEPARTMENT survey 


made three years ago showed let* than 
100,000 worker* covered by the agency 
shop. At the time, firms covered under th* 
plan included Western Union, Campbell 
Soup.

North Dakota, South Caro- 
lina, South Dakota, Tennessee, Texas, 
Utah and Virginia.

WASHINGTON—Most people here have an idea that the 


Kennedy administration'* troubles and the downturn 


In bu»ine«* actually began when the President in April 
1962 assailed the steel executives for trying to raise prices. 
Yet many of the remedies being proposed today to help 
prevent a *erious depression were being suggested, to 
no avail, month after month in the year 1961 by business- 
men generally. 


This correspondent talked with many economists and 


other well-informed men in the business world and wrote 
several dispatches throughout 1961 set- 
ting forth the reason* why businessmen 
were uneasy. Here are some excerpts that 
tell the story: 


March 16, 1MI: "The current reces- 


sion is supposed to be 'touching bottom,' 
and 'signs of an upturn' are being noted 
even as anti-recission measures of various 
kinds have yet to be considered by Con- 
gress. But the real question before the 
country is what is going to be done to 
prevent the recession that seems sure to 
come after the brief period of economic 
recovery which lies ahead ... 


"While tens of billions of dollars could be borrowed 


this year by business for industrial projects in this country 
—for replacement of plant and modernization of ma- 
chinery—such spending is being held up. The two main 
reasons for this are that long-term interest rates are too 
high and the administration and Congress have failed to 
do anything about laws covering the tax-depreciation 
allowances." 


March 30, 1981: "Plenty of words have been issued 


on how to pep up the economy by spending more money 
for 'social welfare,' but the true causes of unemployment 
—the failure to provide tax incentives in manufacturing 
Industrie* have been largely ignored." 


Ante it. Ml: "Businessmen are beginning to worry 


about another recession—the one expected after the cur- 
rent recovery has run it* course.... 


"The stimulus that has been expected through a sen- 


Bible program of tax incentives on depreciation allowances 
m connection with new plant and equipment has not 


materialized. Businessmen don't really know what to 
expect, and many of the plans that should long ago have 
been underway to construct new plants haven't been 
launched as yet. All the benefits to employment that 
would have been derived from the heavy-goods industries 
if a broader policy on depreciation had been formulated 
have, therefore, not been forthcoming." 


Sept. 11, 1961: "The Kennedy administration has 


crossed the Rubicon. It has decided to make war on 
conservative economics and embark on a course of radical 
economies. It is ignoring the risk that it may plunge the 
country into more unemployment within the next 18 
months and bring about perhaps the worst recession 
since the 1930's. 


"For President Kennedy has determined to put cer- 


tain limits on business profits and the return on invest- 
ments that stockholders have hitherto expected when 
putting their savings into private enterprise. . . . 


"President Kennedy's crucial step came a few days 


ago when he openly threatened the steel industry with 
reprisals by government unless it agreed to forego any 
price increases at this time. . . ." 


Oct. 19, 1961: "Take the matter of replacing worn- 


out machinery. The present tax laws are woefully in- 
adequate. The Kennedy administration to some extent 
recognizes the problem, but its proposed remedy has 
been regarded as worse than the ailment. A group of 
theorists came forth with a plan of limited scope which 
the administration sponsored. But the basic need for all 
industry and business to meet the depreciation problem 
was sidetracked." 


Oct 26,1961: "The truth is that the economic system 


of this country cannot absorb these extensive increases 
in wage costs and still accumulate enough profits to buy 
the desired amount of new plant and equipment. That's 
why the heavy-goods industries, which are today the 
source of so much unemployment, have been hurt in 
recent months." 


All this was written before the steel controversy 


broke out on April 11,1962. It's a summarization of the 
thinking of businessmen who were worried and anxious, 
and yet the administration apparently did not sense what 
was happening and took no steps to correct the growing 
uncertainty:

There are thousands of varia- 
tions and combinations from formations 
teams are using today. 


Art there any offensive innovations 


likely to be used thli year? 


"One great thing about football is that 


there is something new happening every 
year and even every game. The trend to- 
day is to utilize only one man behind cen- 
ter and two backs and one end on the 
same side to give it maximum strength. 
It has created defensive porblems." 


Hive we seen the last nf the Shotgun 


formation? 


"I don't feel the. Shotgun will be used 


any more as a steady diet. It hasn't been 
refined and it isn't as flexible as the T. 
But I'm sure we will see it and mher 
spreads used as surprises." 


Whom do you consider pro football's 


foremost offensive innovators? 


"George Halas and Clark Shaughncssy. 


They have contributed more to offensive 
football than any others. Under Halas, the 


Bears always used a T-formauon. and with 
Halas and Shaughnessy, they were the 
first to employ the man in motion. That 
has been the greatest factor in shaping the 
game today." 


Do you feel that a team such as the 


Green Bay Packers with outsUadiag offen- 
sive personnel would win using any 
formation? 


"Definitely. The Packers have the 


strongest running and blocking backs and 
the best blocking line of any football team 
1 have ever seen." 


What can be expected from the Rams I 


offense this season? 


"Bob's (coach Waterfield) going to use , 


everything he has to make yards and score I 
touchdowns. We have great breakaway ; 
running backs in Arnett and Bass. Some ; 
teams prefer to crunch out yards. I'd 
rather hit from far out and score fast. 
We have that potential in Arnett and 
Bass." 


How do you rate Arnett with other 


NFL halfbacks? 


"I think he is one of the greatest ball- 


carriers 1 have ever seen. He has fantastic 
moves and great instinct as if he had 
holes in the back of his head. You can 
call it intuitive running." 


Is Bass at a disadvantage in comparison 


with other top NFL fullbacks because of 
his lack of size? 


"He does as good a job of blocking as 


any other fullback, and the threat of his 
being able to go all the way compensates 
for the lack of a little weight.

UC, Berkeley, Scientists Study Light Effect on Milk 


MAKING A STAR to show us how

years that sunlight changes 
the flavor of milk. If you 
have home-delivered milk 
get it off the front steps in 
a hurry, especially if it's left 
on the south side of the 
house. 


According to University of 


California's Consumer Mar- 
keting Service, not only fla- 


vor hut nutrient value of the 
milk is reduced 
by pro- 


longed exposure to light. 
Two important vitamins, as- 
corbic acid and ribodavin, 
are reduced. 


Do you know, too. that 


the taste of the milk you 
buy at the market may de- 
pend on where the carton is 
located on the display shelf? 


UC 
scientists 
have been 


probing into the complex 
causes of pleasant or un- 
pleasant milk flavor. 


They 
have 
found 
that 


light from white fluorescent 
iamps, the kind commonly 
used 
in 
grocery 
display 


cases, can change the taste 
of milk even in cardboard 
cartons. But the unpleasant 


"light flavor" only develops 
in cartons close .to the lamp. 


DETECTION of off-flavors 


is tricky. The "light flavor" 
may not appear for several 
hours 
after exposure 
to 


light, and then may disap: 


pear later on. And to top off 
the scientists' 
difficulties, 


some people either don't 
taste the flavor or don't 


mind it, while others object 
strongly. 


However, says W a l t e r 


Dunkley of the UC Depart- 
ment of Food Science and 
Technology, "there 
seems 


little question that 'light fla- 
vor', does appear under com- 
mercial conditions o f t e n 
enough to create a milk 
quality problem."

SAGE, a new and very meaningful 


word in the defense picture, is a 
lightning-quick command control sys- 
tem. 


The coined word SAGE stands for 


"semi • automatic g r o u n d environ- 
ment." 


The planes and weapons employed 


by SAGIi are launched and directed 
from a ground control system—hence 
ground environment. Men make the 
final decisions, thus it is semi-auto- 
matic. 


ALTHOUGH it forms the mainstay 


of tiie nation's air warning and con- 
trol system, SAGE is not its only 
element. Others are the Distant Early 
Warning (DEW) Lines, an electronic 
picket fence of long-range 
surveil- 


lance radars stretching from Alaska 
to Greenland along the Arctic Circle; 
the Ballistic Missile Early Warning 
System (BMEWS), a network of ex- 
treme long-range radars probing the 
air space northward across the Arctic 
wastes 
from 
locations 
in Alaska, 


Greenland and England; and manual 
radars covering the non-SAGE areas 
in this country. 


The heart of the SAGE system is 


an ESQ-7 computer which has been 
heralded as a marvel in the age of 
marvels. The computer contains some 
56.000 vacuum tubes kept alive by 
nearly 200 miles of internal wiring. 


SAGE draws its information from 


the various radar systems, 
fighter 


groups like the 414111. antiaircraft 
units, weather services and civilian 
and military air traffic control agea- 


cies as well as a multitude of other 
sources. 


This mountain of data is computed 


within millionths of a second and 
displayed for the sector commander 
and his staff to act upon. 
Simul- 


taneously, it passes information on 
the sector air situation to adjacent 
sectors, the division combat center 
and the NORAD Combat Operations 
Center in Colorado Springs. 


SAGE IS TIIE KEY point in the 


fourfold air defense mission which is 
to: 


1. Detect air traffic. 
2. Identify it. 
3. Intercept it. 
4. Have.the capability of destroy- 


ing it, if hostile. 


Oxnard Air Force Base, home of 


the '11411) fighter Group, is the key 
point in the Air Defense Command's 
coverage of the Southland sky. It is 
located in Ventura County, between 
Oxnard and Camarillo. 


The history of 
the Oxnard Air 


Force Base 
extends back to 1942 


when a squadron of P3Ss was sta- 
tioned there. It became a naval air 
station auxiliary in 1943 and con- 
tinued as such until 1946 when the 
base was 
turned 
over to Ventura 


County. 
Naval drone aircraft and 


California National Guard units, how- 
ever, continued to use the field until 
the Air Force resumed control in 
1951. 


Construction and renovation of the 


base had already begun when the 
first Air Base Squadron was assigned 
in March 1952.

nard when the 354th Fighter Intcr-

ccptor Squadron, equipped with P5T 
Mustangs, moved from Long Beach to 
the renovated base in December 1952. 


IN 1953, THE 5334D Air Defense 


Group was activated and the first jet 
aircraft, Lockheed F94s, assigned to 
the 354th. 
On Aug. 18, 1955, the 


533rd Group and 354th Fighter Squad- 
ron were activated. 


The base 
received its first con- 


tingent of the new F101B "Voodoos" 
in January I960. 
It was the first 


supersonic aircraft to be used by the 
414th. 


The "Voodoos," which even now 


arc prowling the sky over this area, 
are all-weather, radar-equipped inter- 
ceptors and have the ability to find 
their targets at night or in blinding, 
inclement weather. 


And they stand ready to do this 


24 hours a day. 


The "Voodoos" carry a crew of 


two, a pilot and radar observer. They 
are powered by two Pratt & Whitney 
J57 turbo-jets with afterburners. The 


Air Force lists their speed only as 
"supersonic." 


The aircraft are armed with Falcon 


missiles and MB1 "Genie" rockets. 


THE 414TH and other units of its 


type play a key role, in the organiza- 
tion which in 15 years the Air De- 
fense Command has knit together in- 
to a modern, 
well 
integrated and 


hard-hitting air defense system to ef- 
fectively counter the manned bomber 
threat. 


Already well along with detection 


and tracking systems operating in 
space, ADC, working with Depart- 
ment of Defense, government agen- 
cies, and industry, is hard at work on 
the aerospace defense problem of suc- 
cessfully destroying intercontinental 
enemy missiles. 


When the manned bomber no longer 


poses the main threat, Air Defense 
Command has every intention of being 
ready with the necessary tools and re- 
sources to counter the missile threat 
as well.

Mushroom King 


Orange County.grower' caters 
to most expensive restaurants

AS PRESIDENT and general man- 


ager of Ocean View Mushroom 


Farm, 18196 Golden West Ave.. Hunt- 
ington Beach, Victor DiStefano reigns 
over an establishment of 24 growing 
houses—one of the largest mushroom 
"factories" in the country. 


Here, around the clock. DiStefano 


guides the destinies of mushrooms 
grown for discriminating palates, pre- 
siding over the seeding, cultivation, 
picking and selling of some million 
pounds of mushrooms a year. Some 
of the crop finds its way into cans 
under the De Luxe brand name. 


DiStefano, 45, started p i c k i n g 


mushrooms when he was 5. 
"My 


daddy was in the mushroom growing 
business and he used to get me up 
early, sometimes 3 or 4 a. m.. to get 
out and pick mushrooms. It sort of 
gets in your blood. 1 started with 
daddy back in Kennett Square. Pa., 
the mushroom center of the world." 


DISTEFANO has three sons, 7. 9 


and 23. The 23-year-old, Arthur, is 
back in Pennsylvania now doing re- 
search. "We all keep studying to im- 
prove the crop." 
DiStefano's son. 


Arthur, will be the third generation 
mushroom grower of the family. 


The Ocean View Farm employs 50 


persons who add up to a $15.000-a- 
month payroll. His business grosses 
about $500,000 a year. 


Most persons think a mushroom is 


a vegetable. It is actually a fungus. 
It is grown from seeds called spawn 
which are scattered over a bed of 
live steam-cleaned compost about five 
inches thick which, is as sterile as 
live steam can make anything. Very 
soon the spawn begins to multiply 
and sends tendrils out over the en- 
tire bed looking for all the world tike 
spider webs. 
' 


At this crucial time the mushroom 


men spread another layer of steam- 
sterilized topsoil exactly one inch 
thick over the ;white spider web. In 
about six weeks the mushrooms pop 
up out of the topsoil and in two days 
are ready to be picked. 


CREWS OF PICKERS, wearing 


miner's headlights on their caps (the 
mushrooms are grown in the dark in 
air-conditioned, t e m p e r a t u r e con- 
trolled houses), pluck the crop by 
twisting them off—never by cutting. 


Boxes of the mushrooms are carted 


off to the packing house where they 
are sorted, sized, weighed and pack- 
aged. The spawn is imported by air 
express from the headquarters of the 
spawn producing industry in Kennett 
Square. 


While expensive (the spawn is pro- 


duced in hospital-sterile laboratories), 
there is a rewarding f a c t o r for a 
grower. Each "planting" yields four 
to five "flushes" as a crop is known, 
per year. 


Most likely the box of mushrooms 


you buy at the local market came 
from Ocean View, which, incidentally, 


has no view of the ocean hut is two 
miles inland from Huntmgton Beach. 


BESIDES GROWING mushrooms. 


DiStefano likes lo eat them. "Love 
them," he said. "We grow the brown 
and the white varieties here. 
The 


brown are best. The size varies." 


Some persons think that the little 


buttons are the best. Actually. Di- 
Stefano said, they are a sort of by- 
product. The choice mushrooms are 
from one inch to Hi inches in diam- 
eter—"the kind to serve on a steak 


^-or as a meal in themselves. Serve 
them stuffed with crab mtai or thick- 
en liver." 


Interested persons may cliive down 


to the Ocean View l-arm and talk lo 
DiStefano—he's almost always there 
—and he'll show you some of the 
giant brown mushrooms which he 
sells mostly to such expensive and 
haute cuisine restaurants as Chasen's. 
Perrino's, the Matson's l.uiline and 
other luxury liners apil also Long 
Beach's Manhattan R e s t a u rant on 
Fourth Street.

Moguls slop denying faults of junior

A 
YKAR AGO Southland Magazine presented a 
rc|>ort on junior baseball in Long Beach that 


outlined discontent in the ranks of those who hold 
the reins on the vast summertime recreation pro- 
grain, 


The report evoked protests and denials—and 


admissions. 


This year, Southland Magazine's little league 


lowdown is pointed in the other direction. The little 
league leaders have stopped denying the faults of 
junior baseball and are doing something about 
them. 


"Our main project now is to c h a n g e the 


image," says a spokesman for the men who de- 
vote an enormous amount of time to directing boys 
from as young as G years of age to Little League, 
ages and to Pony, Colt and American Legion teen- 
age classes. 


Most of the criticism has been aimed at Little 


League, a separate class that includes boys from 
9 to 12 in flashy uniforms. Reports by psychiatrists, 
citing instances of emotional duress, created the 
image that it is now sought to erase. 


FIRST BIG STEP has been a move to tone 


down the "Iryuut" aspect. Where once Uic coaches 


and managers of the little fellows haggled, bar- 
tered and even fought with fists over a husky left- 
handed pitcher or a strong armed outfielder, now 
the emphasis has been turned to participation rath- 
er than winning. 


How has this revised attitude been accepted 


by the fellows on the coaching lines? Those who 
have been characterized as the bogeymen of Little 
League who growl at a 9-year-eld for striking out? 


"It's been well accepted," says our informant, 


"except for a few congenital gripers. But you'll al- 
ways have those." 


The men who run the junior baseball programs 


have taken on an immense burden. There are, for 
instance, up to 10,000 boys playing the game these 
summery afternoons in Long B e a c h • Lakewood 
alone. 


The figure for Orange County is about 6.000 


—some .1,100 in Garden Grove alone, perhaps the 
Little League hotbed of the West. Multiply that a 
few times and you get an idea how many are ac- 
tive in the junior baseball program from the met- 
ropolitan Long Beach area. And the story is the 
same all across the country. 


One of the leaders of this momentous program 


was quoted in Southland Magazine last year as 
saying: "We are working for the day when every 
boy is included in an organized program." 


Mushroom, the junior baseball program has! 


THERE'S HARDLY a lad whose spirit's so 


dead, who never to his folks has said: "I've just 
gotta have a new Duke Snider bat and Stan Musial 
glove." In fact, such sentiments are vqiced with 
such regularity that the "kid trade" provides the 
bulk of business for sporting goods manufacturers. 


The junior baseball moguls are thankful these 


days that "knock" stories seem to be out of season. 
The past three or four years it has been fashionable 
for magazines to publish scare stories, quoting doc- 
tors 'ts saying they would not allow their own 
children to play competitive baseball at a tender 
age. And then there were the photos of scream- 
ing mothers, hair in curlers, trying to climb the 
fence to get at the "dirty old umpire." Or the little 
boy crying because he struck out with the bases 
loaded. 


"That's the image we're trying to erase." Say 


the junior moguls. "Actually, the typical junior 
baseball mother is a quiet woman who hurries 
through all her housework and wheels the baby 
over to the ball field in time to pull a shift behind 
the counter at the snack shack." 


While "image" progress is being made, many 


in the nation's junior baseball program feel that 
Little League has applied a knife in the b a c k . 
Stories are circulating now that Little League, the 
glossy group headquartered in Williamsport, Pa., 
that plays a high-pressure kind Of game compared 
with much of the kid baseball program, is "trying 
to corner the market." 


LITTLE LEAGUE, which starts with tots and 


ends with 12-year-olds, is making plans now to 
move into a higher age bracket pre.senlly covered 
by the Colt League. The Colt League is preparing 
to fight back. 


And there are still the "knockers" among Uie

s.•

general public. Ask a man who's against organized 
s|x)rts for very young children to give a reason for 
his feelings and he's liable to come up with such 
an answer as 'They start too early in Hie summer 
and end too late. A guy can't even get his family 
together for a vacation." 


Then there's the fellow—father of a 10-year- 


old shortstop and a 12-year-old pitcher—who an- 
swers the telephone, says: "Sorry, Charlie, 1 can't 
go to the Dodger game with you tonight. I gotta 
go to a Little League meeting. No, I can't skip the 
meeting. If I don't go, they won't let my kids play 
and then my wife will start calling me the same 
things she calls the umpire." 


It's true that in some cases the parents are hi- 


jacked and hauled away to league meetings by such 
threats, but junior baseball leaders say they can't 
put through reforms without parental cooperation. 


"We need workers, not rooters," they retort. 


Apparently, there will always be carping about 


junior baseball. Apparently, there will always be 
cleanups. One official of the Long Beach program 
was asked what change he would make if he had 
some supernatural power to bring about the re-, 
vision, and he replied: 


"I would somehow pet our critics to learn a 


little bit about what they're criticizing before pop- 
ping off."

creative and outstanding artists, teachers, scientists, 
engineers, philosophers, explorers, historians, econo- 
mists, psychologists, jurists, poets, educators, writers, 
inventors, ministers, statesmen, business leaders." 


Generally gifted children are healthy and strong: 


they enjoy a wider range of interests than other chil- 
dren; they learn more, and faster; they have longer 
attention spans; they like to think things out for 
themselves. 
' . . 
. 


Gifted children have a good chance of being out- 


standing successes, but many of them end up leading 
very ordinary and undistinguished lives. Why? 


Some are unable because of lack of funds to con- 


tinue their schooling. Some simply lose interest in 
education because teachers and parents fail to present 
sufficient challenges. Some are never recogni/ed for 
what they arc or encouraged to fnake the most of 
their gifts. • . 


QUESTION: What can parents do to help their 


gifted child develop his full potential? 


ANSWER: Mainly, let him exercise his curiosity. 


Take time to answer his questions—and there will 
be many! Praise him for work well done. Encourage 
his special interests, and provide him the tools with 
which to explore them. 
Finally, give him a place 


where he can work, and don't worry when he makes 
a mess.

To Conserve Garden Moisture 


A good peat moss mulch 


will do wonders on conserv- 
ing moisture around the roots 
of such plants as fuchsius, 
azaleas and camellias. 


Care should be taken, how- 


ever, not to mulch with peat 
until it is thoroughly soaked, 


for dry peat will withdraw 
moisture from the top layer 
of soil, thus causing possible 
trouble for shallow rooted 
shrubs.

Says Dr. Nauheim: "It is amazing 


that anyone could tolerate a contact 
lens for more than three weeks of con- 
stant wear."

It's an abnormality in the distribu- 


tion of magnesium in the blood of per- 
sons suffering the childhood type of 
the malady. 


Twice as much magnesium was 


found in the blood of normal persons 
as in dystrophic patients. 


Significance of the finding remains 


to be determined. But researchers, re- 
porting in the American Journal of Dis- 
eases of Children, say the availability 
of magnesium to activate certain en- 
zymes linked to muscle contraction 
might well be a factor in the develop- 
ment of muscular dystrophy.

A DRUG related to the well-known 
*•*• sleeping pill chloral hydrate has 
been found to be a mild but effective 
sedative. 


The new drug is chlorhexadol, 
Dr. Carroll C. Jones of John Scaly 


Hospital, Galveston, Tex., says chlor- 
hexadol appears to be as effective as 
chloral hydrate, yet doesn't produce 
stomach irritation as chloral hydrate 
sometimes does. 


He gave the new drug to 40 pa- 


tients. Only one experienced an ad- 
verse reaction: nausea and vomiting. 


In a report in Current Therapeutic 


Research, Dr. Jones says the new drug 
apparently can be taken safely by 
persons with gastrointestinal upsets. 


fHE AMERICAN Medical Associa-

tion is publishing a new book. Its 


aim: To help doctors understand what 
other doctors are talking about. 


A paperback entitled "Current Med- 


ical Terminology," the handbook lists 
alphabetically 4,000 diseases and con- 
ditions and then defines them.

A. In big cities the doorman

Come Ceremonial time, the 


Smokis appear in the full re- 
galia of the red man. 


Their ceremonial o p e n s 


about dusk when, under the 
smogless A r i z o n a sky, 
squaws and children assem- 
ble around the pueblo setting. 
While the little ones frolic 
with 
utter 
abandon, 
the 


women began to cook supper 
over fragrant wood fires. 


THE C H I E F S and the 


braves are all over the place, 
but the ones to watch are 
those who are creating a huge 
sand-painting on the plaza. 


Then, just before the rhyth- 


mical dances start the sand- 
painting — symbolic of the 
ceremonials to be presented— 
is obliterated in keeping with 
ancient custom. 


The dances vary each year 


except for the finale, the 
Smoki Snake Dance, an awe-

stones, swimming pools and 
other

nestling amid wooded hills, 
also are popular spots with 
visitors. 


The Prescott Chamber of 


Commerce issues a

When you cut your roses,

And, of course, never allow 
the petals or blooms to fall 
and accumulate on the ground 
because they could easily be- 
come infested by fungus and 
spread the disease to the 
plants.

drying cut flowers for decora- 
tion — and 
certainly 
the 


method recommended for be- 
ginners—is simply to cut the 
flowers at the height of their 
bloom and hang them upside 
down in a well ventilated 
room. A garage, attic or base- 
ment will do, so long as it 
is dry. 


As suggested above, there 


are literally countless flowers 
to be grown for such use. It 
can become a hobby for the 
gardener and a boon to the 
Thanksgiving

Hollywood's biggest gamble 


BLOCKBUSTERS

T 


HE VETERAN BANKER sat in his office shaking his 
white-mancd head from side to side. As he warmed 


to his subject, he paid no more attention to me than 
if I were a piece of good advice. 


"I've been financing motion pictures for more than 


30 years," he soliloquized, "and I've never seen 
anything like it. The amount of money Hollywood is 
now spending on pictures is absolutely staggering. 
Today's movie-makers arc crazy. They ask for a fivc- 
million-dollar loan us if it were a bag of peanuts. 
Why, in the old days we financed a studio's entire 
yearly production, 35 or maybe 40 films, on what it 
eost 20th Century-Fox to turn out Cleopatra'." 


Cleopatra with Elizabeth Taylor in the title role 


cost 530,000,000 to produce. Before it returns a 
single cent of profit to the studio, the film will have to 
gross at least $50,000,000. To recoup rapidly some 
small portion of its tremendous outlay, the company 
may open Cleopatra in large cities at $10 a ticket. 


Mutiny on the Bounty with Marlon Brando was 


originally budgeted at $9,000,000. Its final produc- 
tion cost, owing to delays and temperamental 
behavior by its star, came to $20,000,000. Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer will have to gross $35,000,000 to 
break even. 


Generally, the cott of adcertmng, dittribution and 


exploiting a film it equal to the fbn't production cott. 
Thai, if a film like Brothers Grimm co*t f6,000,000— 
uhich it did—MGM need* 112,000,000 to recoup. 
Sometime* distribution cott* on expensive film* are 
leu than normal, but the rule of thumb it: Double the 
production cott to obtain a break-even figure. 


Other blockbusters turned out by Hollywood re- 


cently or currently in the planning stage are: 


1 MGM's How the West Was Won, which cost 


$14,500,000; 


2 20th Century-Fox's The Longest Day, which 


cost $10,000,000; 


3 Paramount's Hatari, which cost $7,000,000; 
4 Warner Brothers' Afy Fair Lady, which is bud- 


geted at $11,000,000; 


5 United Artists' Greatest Stnry ErerTold, which 


already cost 20th Century-Fox 52,000,000 and is 
now being shot on a budget of S10,000,000. 


The public, of course, doesn't care one iota what 


any film costs—not until the film is relented in a local 
theatre. Then, when the aiking price for a ticket is 
pegged at $2.60 or $3.50, the irate customer sud- 
denly demands to know, "Why so much?" 


Usually the answer is, "This picture cost a fortune." 
If the customer should persist with another "Why?", 


no answer is forthcoming; because the embarrassing 


truth is that these gigantic production costs which are 
passed on to him are frequently the result of mana- 
gerial ineptness and incompetence. 


Movie-making costs have spiralcd so much that the 


film industry is now scared stiff. If a few big-budget 
spectaculars should flop, it is not unlikely thai several 
motion picture companies will find themselves in 
financial quicksand, going under. 


Take 20th Century-Fox, for example. Reportedly 


it lost $6 5,000,000 in the production and distribution 
of motion pictures in the past three yean. If Darryl 
Zanuck's The Longest Day, which cost $10,000,000, 
and Walter Wanger's Cleopatra, which cost $30,000,- 
000, both lay bombs, the company's plight will be 
disastrous. 


Similarly, imagine the predicament MGM will 


find itself in if Mutiny on the Bounty ($20,000,000) 
and Hou'the West Was Won ($14,500,000) should 
both die at the box office. 


Several years ago a new motion picture company, 


Enterprise Productions, was formed with such vet- 
eran movie executives as Walter Wanger, Charles 
Einfeld and David Lewis at the helm. They produced 
a few films, among them Arch of Triumph with Ingrid 
Bergman, one of the major box-office disappointments 
of all time, and Enterprise Productions was no more. 


Why Do They Do It? 


Since the risk of producing blockbusters is so high, 


why is Hollywood taking the gamble? The simple 
answer is that the rewards of a hit film are tremendous. 


MGM turned out Ben Hur for $15,000,000, and 


since 1959, when the film was released, Ben has 
grossed $50,000,000. Paramount produced The Ten 
Commandments in 1956 at a cost of $ 13,700,000. To 
date the film has returned $70,000,000 in rentals. 
Mike Todd's Around the World cost about $6,000,- 
000 and has grossed $40,000,000. West Side Story 
which also cost $6,000,000 will gross $30,000,000. 


But the history of Hollywood is also replete with 


stupendous film flops. One of the most disastrous was 
the recent Columbia feature, Pepe, starring the great 
Mexican comic, Cantiriflas. It reputedly cost $6,000,- 
000 and has yet to return its negative cost. 


Another blockbuster which laid a scrambled egg is 


One-Eyed jacks, directed by and starring Marlon 
Brando. Originally the film was budgeted at $3,000,- 
000. At that figure it might have shown a profit. In- 
stead it cost $6,000,000, and Brando, who was 
supposed to receive a percentage of the profits, will 
get zero, which is exactly how much the film has 
netted to date. 


Two years ago 20th Century-Fox signed John 


Wayne at 5666,000 to star in Tfce Barbarian and the 


Geisha, a film photographed in Japan and directed by 
John Huston. It cost close to $5,000,000 but proved 
a financial disaster at the box office. This is also true of 
a Darryl F. Zanuck production entitled The Roots of 
Heaven, starring the late Enrol Flynn, Juliette Greco, 
and Trevor Howard. Another $5,000,000 lemon—it, 
too, died a profitless death. 


Spartacus, a spectacular turned out at Universal- 


International, whose president Milton Rackmil or- 
iginally thought it was the name of a detergent, was 
budgeted at $5,000,000 but ended up costing close to 
$10,000,000. The studio hopefully expects to break 
even on the production this year although many ex- 
hibitors doubt it. They point out that l'-l needs a 
$20,000,000 gross before it earns one dollar of profit. 


Why arc production costs so astronomical? It all 


depends on who is supplying the antuvr. Ask the 
motion-picture stars, and they immediately tell you 
that many studio executives are bona fide morons, 
tried and tested. Ask the studio execurtces, and they 
blame it on eceryone but themselves—tlu agents, the 


writer*, the directors, and of count, Ike ttan. 


One executive said to me recently: "It's absolutely 


fantastic what these people ask for, Marlon Brando, 
Frank Sinatra, John Wayne, Bill Holdcn, Rock Hud 
son, Elizabeth Taylor, Audrey Hepburn—their asking 
price is $750,000 and up per picture. A few years 
ago Hudson was getting $75 a week and liking it." 


Claims an actor who worked on Cleopatra: "This 


picture is a classic example of executive extravagance 
and plain downright stupidity in high places. First of 
all, Cteopatra has been made three times before, and 
never has it done too well. Even so,'when Walter 
Wanger brought the idea to the studio three years 
ago, 20th Century-Fox went for it and hired him as a 
producer at $2,500 a week. They hired Elizabeth 
Taylor at $750,000 for the film plus $50,000 a week 
overtime. This was three years ago, mind you, and the 
film was scheduled to be made in Hollywood.

Eddie Anhalt to write the script and Stephen Boyd to 
play opposite Liz. Tremendous sets of ancient Rome 


Dancen shimmy in tceiw from Cleopatra. 


and Egypt were constructed on the back lot. Then 
Buddy Adler, in charge of production, died, and the 
next thing we heard was that Elizabeth Taylor wanted 
(he film made in England so that she could have her 
million bucks tax-free. Another story was that the 
studio wanted to shoot the film in England so that it 
would be an Eady-Plan picture and receive a subsidy 
from the British government. I don't know which 
story is true, but the film was moved to London. 


The Flight into Egypt

In fairness to Brando, it must be said that he was 


led to believe that much of the picture would deal 
with the beastly behavior of the mutineers on Pit- 
cairn's Island after they had scuttled the Bounty and 
that he was keenly disappointed in the lack of theme 
depicting man's inhumanity to man. 


Anyway, as of this writing, the film still has no 


ending, although it is scheduled to be released in 
November. Undoubtedly Brando will finish it or may 
have finished it by the time this article is published. 
Sad to say, however, several'of the key men who were 
involved at the start in the production are also fin- 
ished at MGM. Gone arc Sol Siegel, production chief, 
Carol Reed, the original director, and Aaron Rosen- 
berg, the original producer.

Something new in stockings 


by ROSALIND MASSOW 


AIMES, there's a new stocking in your future. It's 


rimless, seamless and, what's more, it's here now. 


Every woman who has ever known the frustration 


of a last-minute rush to get dressed, only to find she's 
hooked a run in her last pair of nylons, will greet with 
a sigh of relief the announcement that the era qf the 
rimless stocking is about to begin. 


So throw away the clear nail polish, girls, that snag 


is no longer always fatal. 


Not since nylons emerged from the test tube in 


1939 has anything so important been done for female 
legs and pocketbooks as these stockings. Conservative 
hosiery manufacturers predict that they'll outlast 
present hose four to one. 


What They Look Like 


On the leg, runless hose looks like any other mesh 


stocking; in the hand, you can tell the weave is dif- 
ferent. Because of a locked-stitch construction, the 
stocking has a thicker texture than regular seamless 
mesh and is a little heavier. In some respects it is 
similar to service-weight hose, but hosiery makers 
hope to produce a sheerer stocking. 


While the new hose is being sold in some cities 


now, it won't be readily available until fall. 


So anxious are women to try the new stocking that 


one store in San Francisco reports it ran out of 1,200 
pairs of runless in four hours. Is all the hoopla jus- 
tified? Just how good are these stockings? 


Recognizing the possible significance of the new 


development, but still preserving a natural skepticism, 
PAHADE recently sat in on several demonstrations 
given by competitive hosiery companies. 


We saw stockings put through a testing hell, and 


we concluded that if you're the kind of person who 
likes to climb barbed wire fences, walk through fields 
of thorned wild roses, hang your hose up to dry on 
fish hooks or scratch your stockinged leg with a 
cheese grater—then these arc definitely the stockings 
for you. They snag, but they don't ordinarily run. 


Or if your daily routine calls for burning a hole 


in your hose with a cigarette, running a nail file

through your nylons or maybe hooking them with big 
safety pins, you'll wind up with holes but no runs. 


If, on the other hand, your routine is sort of nor- 


mal, you'll get better wear from these stockings. They 
won't run, for example, on a dance floor when a 
clumsy oaf steps on your ankle, or when inadvertently 
you brush up against a rough chair or maybe even hook 
your hose on a charm bracelet. 


The truth is that these no-runs don't carry a lift- 


long guarantee or anything like it. You can get holes 
in your hose and you can snag them, but they are 
more durable than regular seamless stockings and for 
that reason deserve a hearing. A pABAriK test showed 
that they will run if you make a hole in the leg part 
and then stretch them with all your might, as in a 
tugo'-war. 
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The average woman buys 12.4 pairs of stockings 


a year, and many women don't wear hose all the time 
because they can't afford to take the chance of tearing 
them. The runless will be more expensive, up to 
$1.9$ a pair, but they'll last longer. 


II these runless stockings do result in revolution- 


ising (he manufacture of ladies'hose it won't be the 
first time. There have been many milestones in lite 
long and interesting history of female leg gear. 


Silk stockings caught the fancy of Queen Eli/abcth 


in 1560, but it wasn:t until the 18th century that they 
made their way over to this country. However, only 
wealthy women could afford them. Nylons kayocd 
the silk hose just before World War II and have 
been the champ ever since. It's still possible to buy 
silk stockings in the U.S. One company says it sold 
25,000 pairs of silk last year, compared to the in- 
dustry's total sale of 804,000,000 pairs of nylon. 


From Stockings to Parachutes 


The first nylons right before World War II were 


just as strong as the current runless hose. They 
weren't as sheer as silk, but they lasted. When the 
war came and nylons went to battle as parachutes 
and gunpowder bags, women couldn't buy then) any- 
more. Nylon stockings were so coveted they became 
a medium of exchange for rare and expensive items. 
The story is told that General Mark Clark took nylons 
with him to North Africa as a means of persuading 
an admiral there to help in the allied invasion. 


When the war ended and nylons Went back to 


ladies' legs, women accused manufacturers of pro- 
ducing inferior hose. One lady was so incensed by 
the fragility of her nylons that she wrote a letter to 
the editor of a New York newspaper suggesting that 
when the Army-McCarthy hearings were over the 
committee remain in session to investigate why ny- 
lon stockings ran so easily. Truth was, of course, that 
the stronger pre-war stockings were much heavier and 
less flattering than the thin sheers now in vogue. 


Probably that lady letter-writer, like millions of 


other women, is still worrying alxitit the problem— 
and eager to get her first look at the new Mnckings. 
If so, there's sure to be a run on runless this fall.

LDERLY DRIVERS are proving a growing 


menace on America's highways. Detrac- 


tors say they're slow, uncertain, don't keep 
up with changing laws, new kinds of can 
and roads. Today there are more senior driv- 
ers than ever and, next to teenagers, they get 
into more accidents than anybody else. 


As a result, restrictions are being passed in 


many places aimed at gently nudging oldsters 
off the highways—"back to front of the TV 
set where they belong," as one burly police 
chief put H. 


But are harsh laws really the answer? 


Must we prod our older driven out from be- 
hind the wheel? 


Here in Denver, citizens think they've 


found a better solution. They're setting out 
to prove that older driven can be just as good 
as young ones—given a fair chance. And 
that chance is being provided here through 
a unique program called the Denver Driver 


Improvement School for Senior Citizens, 
which recently graduated its first class of 
skilled, razor-sharp, up-to-date drivers—aged 
64 to 84. 


"Over the age of 65," points out Judge 


Sherman FinesilYer, the school's founder, 
"there's a general decline in physical ability 
—reaction slows down, vision and bearing 
are impaired. The older the driver, the more 
skilled he has to be in order to overcome these 
handicaps. But he can do it if he's willing 
to learn." 


Finesilver spent five months studying acci- 


dent records from all over the U.S., then 
opened the senior drivers' school as a branch 
of the nationally-known Denver Driver Im- 
provement 'School, which he heads. More 
than 100 older motorists, all volunteers, 
turned out for the first classes. 


For some, the school was an eye-opening 


experience. "This is the first driver education 
I've ever gotten in my life," remarked Mr*. 
Winifred Gordon, 71. "When I first got my

period this spring. They listened to lectures 
by Finesiher and other judges, safety experts 
and police officers, even physicians who 
talked about old-age problems.

Typical subjects covered: "Freeway Driv- 
ing," "How to Live as a Pedestrian," "Use of 
the Amber Light," "Your Duties in Case of 
an Accident."

F von DON'T BELIEVE you can still get 


away from it all on a South Sea isle, just 


come join me on Maupiti, a pinpoint of land 
in the South Pacific 170 miles west of Tahiti 
and 5,000 miles southwest of Los Angeles. 


You won't be able to live on $ 1 a day, true. 


Inflation seems to have set in here as it has 
almost everyplace else. But for $2 a day you'll 
manage quite comfortably. 


You should manage, that it, if you can 


team to live on a diet of raw or cooked fah, 
breadfruit, pot (a concoction made from Ihe 
coconut), the potato-like taro root, notice 
bread and Tahitian coffee, 
varied with pa- 


payai, hanarua and mangoes in iraton. 


Much of this fare comes from close by. 


The sea provides an endless variety of fish. 
Coconut, for making poi, and breadfruit arc 
readily picked off the trees. Tahitian coffee, 
in my opinion the best in the world, grows 
wild. Polynesians roast it in shallow pans 
over a fire of coconut husks and grind it in 
small hand mills much like those our grand- 
mothers used. 


Accommodations are equally simple. I live 


in a fare, a one-room house made of packing 
cases, with a veranda in front and a roof 
of coconut thatch. The rest of my living 
quarters consists of the fare tutu, or kitchen 
(always separate from the main house in 
lliesc islands), and the fare iti, the "little 
house," set back out of sight in a banana 
grove. 


My house has neither window frames nor 


screens. In island fashion, I sleep on a mat 
on the floor. There is no running water, of 
course. 1 use rain water, collected in » bucket, 
for drinking and for my daily needs. 


There is no privacy in my house, nor in 


the village, nor on the whole island for that 
matter. And one thing that can knock out 
your $2-a-<lay budget is the frequency of vis- 
itors. For nobody lives alone on the islarrd. 
You are always part of a family, and friends 
drop in constantly. 


I have fed as many as a do/en Polynesians 


at a time, the visitors bring with them the 
island staples such as fish and breadfruit and 
bananas. But I am supposed to supply the 
extras—like rice, sugar, tinned corned beef, 
onions and garlic—and these are expensive 
at the little Chinese store in the village. 


Busy Doing Nothing 


Occasionally a visitor from the outside 


world will ask me: "What do you do here?" 


I tell him the truth: "Nothing." 
Then he may say with a trace of annoy- 


ance: "But you must do something! Nobod) 
can possibly just live!" 


I suggest that he look about him. For 


Maupiti is so small you can walk around the 
island in three hours—in an hour and a 
half if you take short cuts. There arc no 
roads, no automobiles; the only things on 
wheels are three bicycles and a wheelbarrow: 
The island has no electricity, no radios, no 
television sets, no newspaper, no doctor- 
but there is a govermircnt two-bed health Ma-

tkm run by a well-trained and efficient Ta- 
li itian nurse. 


What it my life among thrte nmrnnd- 


ing.? Weil, at night I deep. Along about 
lunrite I get up, iplath cold rainwater over 
mytelf and put OH my ahortt and tandal*. 
Friend* wander in for a breakfatt of Tahiti™ 
coffee and brtad. Then we tit on the veran- 
da and moke and talk and look at Ike tea, 
which it only MX fftt from my door. 


Before we know it, it is noon and time to 


cat our big meal of the day. Several hours 
later, well-red and contented, we stretch out 
for a snooze. When we awake, we decide to 
go swimming, donning goggles to watch the 
myriads of fish swimming in a fantastic 
world of coral beneath the surface of the 
water. 


Then back to the house again for some 


more coffee and leftover bits of cold fish and 
breadfruit. In the evening I sit with my 
friends watching the setting sun and the mag- 
nificent cloud formations. We sit in silence 
as the stars begin winking in the sky. The 
only sounds are the lapping of the waves at 
our feet and, beyond, the muted thunder of 
the surf on the coral reefs. 


We yawn. My friends drift off to their 


houses. The day has ended. Life flows on in 
an endless, steady rhythm. On my little is- 
land 'there is nothing to interrupt this pulse 
of life. It will be the same tomorrow—and 
the day after. 


How can you come to join me here in 


Maupiti? By plane or boat. 


jets now fly regular non-stop schedules 


between Los Angeles and Papeete, capital of 
nearby Tahiti. Flying time is about 8 hours. 
Round-trip economy fare is $754.20. 


Luxury liners make the ocean trip between 


Los Angeles and Papeete in 8 days. The mini- 
mum one-way fare is $445. The only other 
sea transportation is by freighters on irregu- 
lar schedules. These call at Hawaii and other 
island ports on the way, taking about 1J days 
from the U.S. 


Coming and firing

Since World War II I have 
traveled to 120 countries and colonies, from 
the Arctic to Cape Horn and from Timbuktu 
to the "never-never land" backt>f the outback 
of Australia. I have circled the globe seven 
times. 


in all these places there were drama, ad- 


venture and excitement. But none of them 
offered the "good life" as Maupiti docs. Why 
not join me?

NAVY PROBING 'INNER SPACE'

PT. LOMA—This is the Cape Canaveral in

From a small and unimposing compound on 


the Navy Electronic Laboratory waterfront man is 
making dramatic advances in the exploration of the 
ocean deeps which shroud two-thirds cf the planet 
in mystery. 


The assault on this light less realm, easily as 


forbidding as outer space, is being carried oa off 
the Southern California coast by the world's deepest 
diving submersible, the bathyscaph Trieste. 


The Trieste was the vessel that carried man

Sixty dives are scheduled in the series, due to 


be completed this summer in a 400-square-miIe area 
of ocean south cf San Clemente and Santa Catalina 
Islands and north of the Coronados.

hundred feet on the Continental Shelf and a dive of 
4.000 feet into the San Diego Trough, a vast ocean 
valley about 15 miles off the coast, last October by 
Lt. Don Walsh, the man who made the record 
Pacific dive. 


The offshore dives are giving oceanographers 


their first accurate picture of the rugged subsea 
terra!a. The divers have discovered great undersea 
glaciers of silt and vast layers of sea life more than 
one-half mile down. 


They have also uncovered a major marine 


mystery, showers of thin ash-like flakes which they 
have dubbed "sea snow." (These and other dis- 
coveries and actual dives will be described in a 
subsequent article next Sunday.)

Clemency Hearing Set for Murderess 
WILL MA DUNCAN ESCAPE DEATH IN GAS CELL?

District Attorney Roy Gcstafsoo, at the end of four 


week* and 20 troublesome day* of trial, seemed detached 
a ad weary as he closed his case before the jury. 


He paused ia his summary and looked toward the 54- 


year-old defendant. la measured words he said: 


"She is a mean and wicked woman." 
Gustafson'f summary of his case against Elizabeth 


(Ma) Duncan sounded anti-climactic. 


For 20 trial days he had pictured to the jury the life 


story of a woman who had reached the criminal suture 
of a Locretia Borgia. The jury debated scarcely four hours. 
including its lunch period, then convicted her of first- 
degree murder. It returned later to rule she was sane, and 
ordered her execution. 


Ma Duncan, for whom Gov. Edmund G. Brown has 


set a clemency hearing Aug. I in Los Angeles, is sched- 
uled to die Aug. 8 in the Saa Quentin gas chamber. Augus- 
tine Baldonado and Luis Moya, a pair of hired killers, are 
to die with her. 


Executing a woman might ordinarily evoke a storm 


of protest, but Elizabeth Duncaa has en- 
gendered little sympathy. 


She was convicted of hiring the petty 


criminals who share her fate, to kill her 
pretty and pregnant daughter-in-law. Olga 
Kupczyk Duncan, of whom she was bit- 
terly jea!ov«. 


Ma Duncan lock her place ia the 


annals of infamy when her daughter-in- 
law was brutally beatea to death Nov. 
18, 1539, by the side of a lonely Ventura 


Mrs. Duncan 
County road. 


The prosecution wearied often as it questioned her 


about her past life. 


Finally, Atty. Gusufson won reluctant admissions 


from Elizabeth Duccaa that she had "married" at least 11 
of the 16 persons waose names he mentioned. She couldn't 
remember, she said, which had divorced her, which had 
sought annulment—if any. 


The presiding judge finally put an end to the wrangling 


by ruling that it wasn't of much importance to the case 
anyway. 


He did. however, let the prosecution enter evidence 


that Elizabeth Duncaa had beea convicted of operating a 
h<Mise of prostitution ia Saa Francisco, and had served a 
six-month sentence. 


The Duncans had moved to Saa Francisco from Long

Only 43 
of the Bi Democrats in the Senate voted with the 
President It was one of the major defeats of his IS 
months in office.

There is no reason for rejoicing over the defeat. 


It was a bad bill in that it did not provide adequate 
medical care for the older people. It provided for only 
about one-fourth of the average cost of their medical 
expenses. It provided no physician, surgery, medi- 
cines or dental coverage. But it was being sold to the 
older people as an answer to their medical needs. 


The doctors have little reason for rejoicing. This 


bill was defeated—probably for this year. But there 
will certainly be another such measure introduced 
when Congress meets again in January. Unless the 
doctors and insurance companies come up with some 
measure that answers the needs, Congress will pass 
a measure repugnant to the doctors and destructive 
to the private insurance business.

The arguments that a majority of the older peo- 


ple have private insurance programs is not adequate. 
Very few of these programs provide the kind of in- 
surance that protects the older people from large med- 
ical bills. Most of them have many restrictions that 
provide for 30 days hospital and set fees for surgery 
—but the costs of these plans are far above what the 
majority of older people can afford to pay. 


The weakness, w-e believe, of these plans is that 


they are designed to pay for the first days in the hos- 
pital and for surgery—but few of them provide over- 
all coverage that totals more than a fourth to a half 
of annual medical expenses. If there is any part of 
medical bills people can pay it is the first pan. It is 
the larger bills for extended care that take the sav- 
ings of those with large medical bills.

A plan that provides for the people to pay the 


first 5 per cent of their income in any year for their 
total medical bills—and then have an insurance pro- 
gram to pay SO per cent of the balance—would be 
more protection at a much lower cost It would pro- 
tect against misuse of insurance programs and it 
would protect against the catastrophic costs of large 
medical bills that impoverish so many of the older 
people. 


The doctors and insurance companies now face 


this challenge. They will either organize for some 
such plan to be presented to Congress Jan. 1 or they 
will face another Kennedy bill that will result in so- 
cialized medicine. Use of Social Security to Finance 
such a plan will bring it under complete government 
control—and it will endanger the already overbur- 
dened Social Security program.

There have been suggestions that insurance com- 


panies form pools to provide such complete insurance 
—such as is already being done in Connecticut One 
plan was that older people be given an income tax 
credit of $125 a year to be paid into Blue Cross, Blue 
Shield or an insurance pool If they have no taxable 
income the government would pay this amount into 
the insurance program. 


One thing we believe is certain. The people want 


an adequate medical insurance program for the aged. 
The aged are entitled to it because they have paid 
their share of the great prosperity enjoyed by this 
country. They have no way to recoup the costs of 
serious illnesses and medical bills. Their average in- 
comes are not adequate to meet their medical needs. 
They are going to be protected. If the doctors and 
insurance companies do not meet this challenge by 
private enterprise, they will have it forced upon them 
by government They have been given one more re- 
prieve. They better make good use of it because they 
may not receive another.—LA.C.

Firestone. 


E x p e r i e n c e in these 


homes has proved what 
other studies have shown 
—that the fear of falling 
prices when Negroes move 
in just isn't true if it isn't 
followed by a mass exodus 
of white residents. 


Backed since the 1959 


session of the legislature 
by the Unruh Act, which 
prohibits discrimination in 
business—which the courts 
are interpreting to include 
real estate sales—the fair 
housing forces are stepping 
up their efforts. 


The r e c e n t "Operation 


Windowshop" will be only 
the first of a series; the 
next is the weekend of 
Aug. 18 and 19.

In business actually began when the President fa April 
19S2 assailed the steel executives for trying to raise prices. 
Yet easy of the remedies being proposed today to help 
prevent a »eriou* depression were being suggested, to 
no avan, month after month fa the year 1961 by busir.ess- 
inea generally. 


This correspondent talked with many economist* and 


other wen-informed mea fa the business world and wrote 
several dispatches throughout 1961 set- 
tag forth the reasons why businessmen 
were uneasy.

UC, Berkeley, Scientists Study Light Effect on Milk

. It has been known for 
years that sunlight changes 
the flavor of milk. If you 
have home-delivered milk 
get it off the front steps in 
a hurry, especially if it's left 
on the south side of the 
house. 


According to University of 


California's Consumer Mar- 
keting Sen-ice, not only fla- 


vor but nutrient value of the 
milk is reduced by pro- 
longed exposure to light. 
Two important vitamins, as- 
corbic acid and ribofUvin. 
are reduced. 


Do you know, too, that 


the taste of the milk you 
buy at the market may de- 
pecd on where the carton ii 
located on the display shelf? 


UC scientists have been 
probing into the complex 
causes of pleasant or un- 
pleasant milk flavor. 


They have found 
that 


light from white fluorescent 
lamps, the kind commonly 
used 
in grocery display 


cases, can change the taste 
of milk even in cardboard 
cartons. But the unpleasant 


"light flavor" only develops 
Li cartons close to the lamp. 


DETECTION of off-flavors 


is tricky. The "light flavor" 
may not appear for several 
hours 
after 
exposure to 


light, and then may disap- 
pear liter on. And to top off 
the scientists' 
difficulties, 


some people either don't 
taste the flavor or don't 


mind it. while others object 
strongly. 


However, says W a l t e r 


Dunkley of the UC Depart- 
ment of Food Science and 
Technology, "there seems 
little question that 'light fla- 
vor* does appear under com- 
mercial conditions o f t e n 
enough to create a 
quality problem.

rockets and missiles which would 
permanently cripple an enemy's strike 
power. It is a thought calculated to 
deter any aggressor from striking at 
all.High over the Long Beach Orange 
County area—unseen and unheard— 
the sky is patrolled by the Air De- 
fense Command's 414th Fighter Group 
based at the Oxnard Air Force Base. 
It is thij organization that has the 
primary responsibility for the air de- 
fense of Southern California with 
primary emphasis on the Long Beach- 
Loi Angeles metropolitan area. 


OCCASIONALLY one of the super- 


s-xiic -Voodoo" fighters operated by 
the 414th -will slice its way into Long 
Beach Municipal Airport, where the 
air defense fighters were once based, 
to run through a practice mission 
with Long Beach's 6646th Air Force 
Reserve Recovery Group. 


But mainly they remain undetected 


high in the local sky. 


They are controlled in flight by the 


l.os Angeles Air Defense Sector 
(SAGE) at Norton Air Force Base 
near San Bernardino. 


SAGF, a new and very meaningful 


word in the defense picture, is a 
lightning-quick command control sys- 
tem. 
The coined word SAGE stands for 


-semi - automatic g r o u n d environ- 
ment." 
The planes and weapons employed 


by SAGE are launched and directed 
from a ground control system—hence 
ground environment. Men make the 
final decisions, thus it is semi-auto- 
matic. 


ALTHOUGH it forms the mainstay 


of the nation's air warning and con- 
trol system. SAGE U not its only 
element. Others are the Distant Early 
Warning (DEW) Unes. an electronic 
picket fence of long range surveil- 
lance radars stretching from Alaska 
to Greenland along the Arctic Circle; 
the Ballistic Missile Early Warning 
System (BMEWS). a network of ex- 
treme long range radars probing the 
air space northward across the Arctic 
wastes from locations in Alaska. 
Greenland and England; and manual 
radars covering the non-SAGE areas 
in I his country. 


The heart of the SAGE system is 


an ISQ7 computer which has been 
heralded as a mane! in the age of 
marvels. The computer contains some 
56,000 vacuum tubes kept alive by 
nearly 20O miles of internal wiring. 


SAGE draws its information from 


the various radar systems, fighter 
groups like the 414th. antiaircraft 
units, weather services and Chilian 
and military air traffic control ajea- 


cies as well as a multitude of other 
sources. 


This mountain of data is computed 


within millionths of a second' and 
displayed for the sector commander 
and his staff to act upon. Simul- 
taneously, it passes information on 
the sector air situation to adjacent 
sectors, the division combat center 
and the NORAD Combat Operations 
Center in Colorado Springs. 


SAGE IS THE KEY point in the 


fourfold air defense mission which is 
to: 


1. Detect air traffic. 
2. Identify it. 
3. Intercept it. 
4. Have the capability of destroy- 


ing it. if hostile. 


Oxnard Air Force Base, home of 


the 414th Fighter Group, is the key 
point in the Air Defense Command's 
coverage of the Southland sky. It is 
located in Ventura County, between 
Oxnard and Camarillo. 


The history of the Oxnard Air 


Force Base extends back to 1942 
when a squadron of P3Ss was sta- 
tioned there. It became a naval air 
station auxiliary- in 1943 and con- 
tinued as such until 19»6 when the 
base was turned over to Ventura 
County. 
Naval drone aircraft and 


California National Guard units, how- 
ever, continued to use the field until 
the Air Force resumed control in 
1931. 
Construction and renovation of the 


base had already begun when the 
first Air Base Squadron was assigned 
in March 1952. 


Things realty began to hum at Ox- 


nard when the 354th Tighter Inter- 


Potent fore* m tvertt *n enemy penetr«»ed tfie nation's oufsr defenses.

ceptor Squadron, equipped with P51 
Mustangs, moved from Long Beach to 
the renovated base in December 1952. 


L\' 1953, THE 533 ID Air Defense 


Group was activated and the first jet 
aircraft. Lockheed F9ls. assigned to 
the 354th. On Aug. 18. 1955. the 
513rd Group and 354th Fighter Squad- 
ron were activated. 


The base received its first con- 


tingent of the new F101B "Voodoos" 
in January I960. It was the first 
supersonic aircraft to be used by the 
414th. 


The -Voodoos." which even now 


are prowling the sky over this area, 
are all-weather, radar-equipped inter- 
ceptors and have the ability to find 
their targets at night or in blinding, 
inclement weather. 


And they stand ready to do this 


24 hours a day. 


The -Voodoos" carry a crew of 


two. a pilot and radar observer. They 
are powered by two Pratt & Whitney 
357 turbo-jets with afterburners. The 


Air Force lists their speed only a? 
"supersonic.** 


The aircraft are armed with Falcon 


missiles and MD1 "Genie" rockets. 


THE 4HTH and other units of its 


type play a key role in the organiza- 
tion which in 15 years the Air De- 
fense Command has knit together in- 
to a modern, well integrated anJ 
hard-hitting air defense system to ef- 
fectively counter the manned bomber 
threat. 


Already well along with detection 


and tracking systems operating in 
space, ADC. working with Depart- 
ment of Defense, government agen- 
cies, and industry, is hard at work on 
the aerospace defense problem of suc- 
cessfully destroying intercontinental 
enemy missiles. 


When the manned bomber no longer 


poses the main threat. Air Defense 
Command has every intention of beinj 
ready with the necessary tools and re- 
sources to counter the missile threat 
as well.

Farm, 1S1&6 Golden West Ave.. Hunt- 
inj ton Beach, Victor DiStefar.o reigns 
t.ver an establishment of 2\ growing 
houses—one of the largest mushroom 
•"factories" in the country. 


Here, around the clock. DiStefano 


guides the destinies of mushrooms 
frown for discriminating palates, pre- 
siding ever the seeding, cultivation, 
piking and s«Uir,g of SCKT.C million 
pounds of mushrooms a year. Some 
c.f th* crop finds its jWay into cans 
under the De LUTC brand name. 


DiStefano, 45, started p i c k i n g 


mushrooms when he was 5. 
"My 


daddy was in the mushroom growing 
business and he used to get me up 
early, sometimes 3 or 4 a. m., to get 
cut and psck mushrooms. It sort of 
fets in your blood. I started with 
'daddy back in Kennett Square, Pa,, 
the mushroom center c-f the world." 


DISTETA.NO has three sons, 7, 9 


»nd 23. The 23-year-old. Arthur, is 
lack in Pennsylvania now doing re- 
search. "We all keep studying to im- 
I-rove the crop." 
DiStefano's son, 


Arthur, will be the third generation 
mushroom grower of the family. 


The Ocean View Farm employs 50 


r«rsons who add up to a JlS.fXOa- 
roonth payroll. His business grosses 
arout $500,000 a year. 


Most i«JS&£J think a mushroom is 


a vefttatle. It is actually a fungus. 
It is grown from seeds called spawn 
which are scattered ever a bed of 
live steam cleaned compost about five 
inches thick which is as sterile as 
live steam can make anything. Very 
soon the spawn begins to multiply 
and sends tendrils out over the en- 
tire bed looking for all the world like 
spider webs. 


At this crucial time the mushroom 


men spread another layer of steam- 
sterilized topsoil exactly one mch 
thick over the white spider web. In 
about six weeks the mushrooms pop 
up out of the tcpsoil and in two days 
are ready to be picked. 


CREWS OF 
PICKERS, wearing 


miner's headlights on their caps (the 
mushrooms are grown in the dark in 
air conditioned, temperature con- 
trolled houses), pluck the crop by 
twisting them off—never by cutting. 


Boxes of the mushrooms are carted 


off to the packing house where they 
are sorted, sized, weighed and pack- 
aged. The spawn is imported by air 
express from the headquarters of the 
spawn producing industry in Kennett 
Square. 


While expensive (the spawn is pro- 


duced in hospital sterile laboratories), 
there is a rewarding f a c t o r for a 
grower. Each "planting" yields four 
to five "flushes" as a crop is known, 
per year. 


MOM likely the box cf mushrooms 


you buy at the local market came 
from Ocean Vitw, which, incidentally. 


has no view of the f*ean V'Ut is l»o 
miles inland from lluntinpton B*a<h. 


BESIDES GROWING mushrooms, 


DiStefano likes to eat them. "I^ove 
them." he said. "We grow the brown 
and the white varieties here. 
The 


brown are best. The size varies." 


Some persons think that the little 


buttons are the best. Actually. Di- 
Stefano said, they are a v>rt of by- 
product. The choice mushrooms are 
from one inch to l',J inch's in diam- 
eter—"the kind to serve on a steak 


—or as a meal in themselves. Serve 
them stuffed with crab meat or chkk- 
ea liver." 


Interested persons may driie d<r«n 


to the Ocean View Farm and ulk to 
DiStefano—he's almost alw»>s there 
—and hell show you some cf the 
giant brown mushrooms which he 
sells mostly to such e»r*r.sive and 
haute cuisine restaurants as Chasen's, 
Perrino's, the Mitson's l^iiline and 
other luxury liners and also Lwig 
Beach's Manhattan R e s t a u r a n t m 
Fourth Street.

This year. Southland Magazine's little league 


lowd>wn is pointed in the other direction. The little 
league leaders have stopped denying the faults of 
Junior baseball and are doing something abwt 
them. 


-Our main project now is to c h a n g e the 


image." says * spokesman for the men who de- 
vote an enormous amount of time to directing boys 
from as young as 6 years of age to I-ittle League 
age* and to Pony. Colt and American Legion teen- 
age classes. 


Most of the criticism has been aimed at Little 


League. « separate class that includes boys from 
9 to 12 in flashy uniforms. Reports by psychiatrists. 
citing instances of emotional duress, created the 
image that it is now sought to erase. 


FIRST BIG STEP his been a move to tone 


down the "tryouC asi**- Where once Ihe coaches 


inj managers of the little fellows haggled, bar- 
tered and even fought with fists over a husky left- 
handed pitcher or a strong-armed outfielder, now 
the emphasis has been turned to participation rath- 
er than winning. 


How has this revised attitude been accepted 


by the fellows on the coaching lines? Those who 
have been characterized as the bogeymen of Utlls^ 
League who growl at a 9 year-old for striking out? 


"It's been well accepted," says our informant, 


"except for a few congenital gripers But youll al- 
ways have those.™ 


The men who run the junior baseball programs 


have taken on an immense burden. There are. for 
instance, up to 10.000 boys playing the game these 
summery afternoons in Long B e a c h - Lakewood 
alone. 


The figure for Orange County is about 6.000 


—some 3,100 in Garden Grove alone, perhaps the 
Little League hotbed of the West. Multiply that a 
few times and you get an idea how many are ac- 
tive in the junior baseball program from the met- 
ropolitan Long Beach area. And the story is the 
same all across the country. 


One of the leaders of this momentous program 


was quoted in Southland Magazine last year as 
saying: "We are working for the day when every 
boy is included in an organized program." 


Mushroom, the junior baseball program has! 


THERE'S HARDLY a lad whose spirit's so 


dfad. who never to his folks has said: "I've just 
gotta have a new Duke Snider bat and Stan Musial 
tlove.™ In fact, such sentiments are voiced with 
such regularity that the "kid trade" provides the 
bulk of business for sporting goods manufacturers. 


The junior baseball moguls are thankful these 


days that "knock" stories seem to be out of season. 
The past three or four years it has been fashionable 
for magazines to publish scare stories, quoting doc- 
tors as saying they would not allow their own 
children to play competitive baseball at a tender 
age. And then there were the photos of scream- 
ing mothers, hair in curlers, trying to dimb the 
fence to get at the "dirty old umpire." Or the little 
boy crying because he struck out with the bases 
loaded. 


"That's the image we're trying to erase." say 


the junior moguls. "Actually, the typical junior 
b>>eball mother is a quiet woman who hurries 
through an her housework and wheels the baby 
over to the ball field in time to pull a shift behind 
the counter at the snack shack." 


While "image™ progress is being made, many 


in the nation's junior baseball program feel that 
Little League has applied a knife in the back. 
Stories are circulating now that Little League, the 
glossy group headquartered in Wil'iasasport, Pa. 
that plays a high-pressure kind of game compared 
.with much of the kid baseball program, is 'trying 
to corner the market.™ 


LITTLE LEAGUE, which starts with toti and 


ends with 12-year-olds, is making plans now to 
move into a higher age bracket presently covered 
by the Colt League. The Colt League is preparing 
to fight back. 


And there are *UB the 'knockers" among the

general public. Ask a man who's against organized 
sports for very young children to give a reason for 
his feelings and he's liable to come up with such 
an answer as "They start too early in the summer 
and end too late. A guy can't even get his family 
together for a vacation.™ 


Then there's the fellow—father of a lOyear- 


old shortstop and a 12-year-old pitcher—who an- 
swers the telephone, says: "Sorry, Charlie, I can't 
go to the Dodger game with you tonight. I gotta 
go to a Uttle League meeting. No, I can't skip the 
meeting. If I don't go. they won't let my kids play 
and then my wife will start calling me the same 
things she calls the umpire.™ 


It's true that in some cases the parents are hi- 


jacked and hauled away to league meetings by such 
threats, but junior baseball leaders say they can't 
put through reforms without parental cooperation. 


"We need workers, not rooters,™ they retort- 
Apparently, there wQl always be carping about 


junior baseball. Apparently, there will always be 
cleanups. One official of the Long Beach program 
was asked what change he would make if he had 
some supernatural power to bring about the re- 
vision, and he replied: 


-J would somehow get our critics to learn a 


little bit about what they're criticizing before pop- 
ping off.™

child is "Rifted"? 
ANSWER: The Children's Bureau of the U. S. 


Department cf Health. Education and Welfare roc- 
suited numerous educators in an attempt to define 
the gifted child- 


Some of the descriptions: 
"Any child whose performance in a potentially 


valuable line of human en- 
deavor is consistently su- 
perior." 


-Every child who in his 


ag« group is superior in 
some 
ability which may 


make him an outstanding 
contributor to the welfare 
of society." 


•The top 1 per cent ol 


the juvenile population in 
general intelligence." 


On the basis of their research, the bureau's »*- 


pens describe-! a gifted child as one who performs 
much better than his age froup in a w»J or ways 
suggesting future high levels cf achievement and out- 
standing contributions. 


*In other words, they are in the comparatively 


small group from which are liVely to come our most 
creative and outstanding artists, teachers, scientists, 
engineers philosophers, explorers, historians, econo- 
mists, psychologists, jurists, poets, educators, writers, 
inventors, ministers, statesmen, business leaders. 


Generally gifted children are healthy and strong. 


they enjoy a wider range of interests than other chil- 
dren they learn more, and faster, they have longer 
attention spans; they like to think thirgs out for 
themselves. 


Gifted children have a good chance of being c>ut- 


standing successes, but many of them end up leading 
\try ordinary and undistinguished lives. Why? 


Some are unable because of lack of funds to con- 


tinue their schooling. Some simply lose interest m 
education because teachers and parents fail to present 
sufficient challenges. Some are never recognized for 
what they are or encouraged to make the most cf 
their gifts. 


QUESTION: What can parents do to help their 


gifted child develop his full potential? 


ANSWER: Mainly, let him exercise his curiosity. 


Take time to answer his questions—and there will 
be many* Praise him for work well done. Encourage 
his special interests, and provide him the toots with 
which to explore them. 
Finally, give htm a place 


where he can work, and don't worry when he makes 
a mess. That clutter on the corner table in his rc<.m 
may be tomorrow's space engineer at work.

Q. -Do you suggest driving

A- New York has one of the 


best p u b l i c transportation 
systems and one of the worst 
parking setups in the country. 
Except for a solidly booked 
handful of new motor hotels 
in Manhattan, there is little 
free hotel 
parking. 
Hotels 


charge J350 a night, and 
that's not for in and out serv- 
ice. If you did use your car 
around the city, you'd likely 
find nowhere to put it during 
the day anyway, certainly not 
foe free. 


Public transportation, or. 


the other hand, includes Ihe 
unbelievably inexpensive and 
fast (sometimes unbelievably 
crowded) subways: average 
bus service; and compara- 
tively inexpensive and plen- 
tiful ta*is. These are particu 
larly appealing because most 
of what is worth doing and 
seeing in Manhattan is within 
a short hop of everything else. 


Q. "Would you he'p us on 


this tipping business? What 
about hotel doormen in big 
cities? And what is Ihe pro- 
cedure in twar.b restaurants?" 


A. In big cities the doorman 


is usually lipped about 15 
cents a bag for getting them 
from the street lo Ihe lobby, 
except where there is a sys- 
tem for that which bypasses 
him. He also earns hij tips for 
parking your car or getting 
you a cab when there are 
none. 


So far as restaurant tipping 


is concerned, there are two 
types, continental and others, 
la continental ("swank") res- 
taurants you tip the captain 
—the guy in the luiedo— 
separately from the waiter, 
and personally (unlike the 
waiter's tip lefl on Ihe table). 


Depending on who did the 


most work, we usually figure 
5 to ~i\<i per cenl for the cap- 
tain, 7>i to 10 per cent for 
the waiter.

In any ease, it is advisable 


to give a treatment with » 
chelated trace mineral pro- 
duct to supply the minerals in 
which they are no doubt 
deficient. It you gave your 
roses a treatment with a 
trace element product in«the 
early spring, they are now 
ready for another. !( you 
didn't give them that first 
treatment, don't neglect do- 
ing it row because their need 
for it is just twice as great. 


When you cut your roses. 


always take care to cut to a 
strong, healthy bud. Remove 
faded Towers at least once a 
week 
to 
encourage 
new 


flower 
stem 
development. 


And, of course, never allow 
the petals or blooms to fall 
and accumulate on the ground 
because they could easily be- 
come infested by fungus and 
spread the disease to the 
plants.

Tve been financing motion pictures for more than 


30 yean," be soliloquized, "and I've never seen 
anything lile it. The amount of moner Hollywood is 
now spending on pictures fa absolutely staggering. 
Today's movie-makers are crazy. They ask for a five- 
million dollar ban as if it were a bag of peanuts. 
Why. in the old cb)$ we financed a studio's entire 
yearly production, 35 or maybe 40 films, on what it 
cost 20th Century-Fox to turn out Cleopatrar 


Cleop&ra with Elizabeth Taj lor in the title role 


cost 530,000,000 to produce. Before it returns a 
single cent of profit to ihe studki, the film w ill have to 
gross at least S5O,OOO,OOO. To recoup rapidly some 
small portion of its tremendous outlay, the company 
may open Cleopatra in Urge cities at $ 10 a ticket. - 


'\l*tivj on tie Boxxtj with Marlon Brando was 


originally budgeted at $9,000,000. Its final produc- 
tion cost, owing to delays and temperamental 
behavior by its star, carac to 520,000,000. Mrtro- 
Goldwvn Mayer wiH have to gross 535,000,000 to 
break even.

Usually the answer is, "Thfa picture cost a fortune."

no answer is forthcoming; because the embarrassing 


truth b that these gigantic production costs which are 
passed on to him are frequently the result of mana- 
gerial ineptneu and incompetence. 


Movie-malting costs haiespiralcd so much that the 


film industry fa now scared stiff. If a few bigbudget 
spectaculars should Bop, it h not unlitely that several 
motion picture companies will find themselves in 
financial qukliand. going under. 


Tale 20th Century Fbi, for example. Reportedlj 


it lost 565,000,OOO in the production and distribution 
of motion pictures Jn the past three years. If Danyl 
Zannck's Tie Lo»«rrf Duj, whkh cost 510,000,000, 
and Walter Wan gex's Oeorat", w hkh cost 510,000,- 
OOO, both by bombs, the company's plight will be 
disastrous. 


Similarly, •"»»%"** the predicament MGM wiH 


find itself in if .\latinJ on ike Bostxtj (520,000,000) 
and HovtleWea Was Won (5U,500.OOO) thould 
both die at the box office. 


Several years ago a new motion picture company. 


Enterprise Productions, was formed with such vet- 
eran movie eiecuthes as Walter Wanger, Charles 
Einf eld and David Lewis at the helm. They produced 
a few films, among them Artk of TriawpJi with In grid 
Bergman, one of the major boxcfiVe disappointments 
of all time, and Enterprise Productions was no more. 


Why Do They Do It? 


Since the risl of producing blockbusters fa so high, 


why fa Hollywood taVing the gamble? The simple 
answ ei fa that the rewards of a hit film arc tremendous. 


MGM turned out Ben liar lot 5I5,OOO,OOO, and 


since 1959, when the film was released, Ben has 
grossed 550,OOO.OOO. Paramount produced Tie Ten 
CommanJmentlin 1956 at a cost of 5 IS. "00,000. To 
date the film-has returned S~0,OOO,OOO in rentals. 
Mile Todd~s ArottnA lie U'orU cost about 56.000.- 
000 and has grossed 540.000,000. Wett Side Story 
whkh also cos* 56,000,000 will gross 550,000.000. 


Bet the history of Hollywood fa also replete with 


stupendous film Bops. One of the most disastrous was 
the recent Columbia feature. Pepe, starring the great 
Mexican comic. Cantinflas. It reputedly cost 56,000,- 
000 and has yet to return its negative cost. 


Another blockbuster whkh bid a scrambled egg fa 


One F.jeJ ]<xit, directed by and starring Marlon 
Brando. Originally the film was budgeted at 5 J.OOO,- 
OOO. At that figure it might have shown a profit. In- 
stead it cost 56.OOO,OOO, and Brando, who was 
supposed to receive a percentage of the piofits, will 
get zero, whkh h exactly how much' the Elm has 
netted to date. 


Two years ago 2Oth Century Fox signed John 


Wajne at 5666,000 to star in Tie RsrhrrLj* t*J lie 


Geitia, a film photographed in Japan and directed by 
John Huston. It cost close to 55,OOO.OOO but proved 
a financial disaster at the box office. Thfa fa also true of 
a Danyl F. Zanuck production entitled Tie RocH cf 
Urn en, starring the late Errol Flynn, Juliette Greco, 
and Trevor Howard. Another $5,OOO,OOOleroon—it. 
loo, died a profitless death. 


SparUcsH, a spectacular turned out at L'nivcrsal- 


Intrrnatkmal, whose president Mihon Rackmil or- 
iginally thought it was the name of a detergent, was 
budgeted at 55,OOO,OOObut ended up costing close to 
$10,000,000. The studio hopefully expects to break 
even on the production this year although many ex- 
hibitors doubt it. They point out that U-I needs a 
$20,000,000 gross before it earns one dollar of profit.

What They Look Like 


On the leg. runless hose loots tie any other mesh 


slotting; in the hand, you can tell the weave is dif- 
ferent. Because of a locted-stitth construction, the 
slotting has a thkler texture than regular seamless 
mesh and is a little heavier. In some respects it is 
similar to sen ice-weight hose, but hosiery mattrs 
hope to produce a sheerer stocking. 


While the new hose is being sold in some cities 


now, it won't be readily aTailable until fall. 


So anxious are women to try the new slotting that 


one store in San Francisco report* it ran out of 1,200 
pairs of nmless in four hours. Is all the hoopla pu- 
rified? Just how good are these slotting*? 


Recognizing the possible significance of the new 


development, but still preserving a natural slepeicism, 
r-ARvnr recently sat in on several demonstrations 
given by competitive hosiery companies. 


We saw striding* put through a testing hell, and 


ne concluded that if you're the lind of person who 
liles to climb barbtd wire fences, wall through fields 
of thorncd w i!d roses, hang your hose up to dry rot 
fish hoots or scratch your stotlingcd leg with a 
cheese grater—then these are definitely the slotting 
for you. They snag, but they don't ordinarily run.

They 
won't run, for erample, on a dance Boor when a 
clumsy oaf steps on your an Vie, or w hen inad»ertcns!y 
you brush up against a rough chair or maybe ei en h/nl 
your hose on a charm bracelet. 


The truth is that these no-runs Joo'l carry a life- 


V«g guarantee or an;thing lite it. You can p-l holes 
in your hijse and you can snag them, but they are 
more durable lhan regular seamlcs* stntlings and for 
that reason deserve a hearing. A rAR,%r>r test showed 
that they «iO run if you male a hole in [he Irg part 
and then stretch them with all your might, as in a 
tugo'var. 


The at-crazc noenan bu>s 12.1 pairs of n<«lings 


a year, and many nomen don't wear hose all the time 
because they can'l afford to tale the chante i-f tearing 
them. The runless «iH be more eipcnshe, up to 
SI.9S a pair, but they'll last longer. 


If lh<-se runlet* siblings do result in revolution 


i/ing the manufatturc of ladies'hov it non'l be the 
first time. There hj»e fcen many miViKocs in the 
Img and interesting history cf female leg gear. 


Sill slotting* caught the fancy of Queen F.lLrabcth 


in 1560. but it wasn't until the 18th century that they 
made their way o»er to this country, lloweter. only 
weahhy women could afford them. Nylons tayoed 
the silt hose Just before World War II and have 
been the champ ever *inre. li'i still possible to buy 
sill slotting* in the VS. One company says it sold 
25,OOO pairs of sill last year, compared to the in- 
dustry's total sale of 604,000,000 pain of nylnn. 


Frcm Stockings to Parachutes 


The first nylons right before World War II uere 


just a* strong a* the current runks* hose. They 
neren't a* sheer as silt, but they lasted. When the 
war came and njlons vent to battle as parachute* 
and gunpowder bags, women couldn't buy them any- 
more. Nylon slotting* were so coscted they became 
a medium of exchange for rare and eipenshe item*. 
The story h told that General Marl Clarl tool nylons 
with him to North Africa as a means of persuading 
an admiral there to help in the allied invasion. . 


When (he war ended and nylons went batl to 


ladies' leg*, nomen accused manufacturers of pro- 
ducing inferior hose. One lady was so incensed by 
ihe fragility of her mV<ns (hat she nrore a letter to 
the editor of a New Yorl newspaper suggesting that 
nhen the Army-McCarthy hearings were over the 
committee remain in session to investigate why ny- 
lon stijttings ran so easily. Truth was, of course, that 
the stronger pre-war slotting* were mixh heavier and 
less flattering than the thin sheer« now in vogue.
